76. A method for treating or preventing a disease selected from the group 
consisting of EL-1 mediated disease, autoimmune disease, inflammatory disease, 
neurodegenerative disease, and infectious disease in a patient comprising the step of administering 
to said patient a pharmaceutical composition according to claim 125. 

Please add claims 125-127. 

125. A pharmaceutical composition comprising a compound according to any one 
of claims 102-107 or 118 and a pharmaceutical^ acceptable carrier. 

126. A method for promoting wound healing in a patient comprising the step of 
administering to said patient a pharmaceutical composition according to claim 125. 

127. A method for treating or preventing a disease selected from septic shock, 
septicemia, adult respiratory distress syndrome, rheumatoid arthritis, systemic lupus 
erythematosus, scleroderma, chronic thyroiditis, Graves' disease, autoimmune gastritis, 
insulin-dependent diabetes mellitus, autoimmune hemolytic anemia, autoimmune neutropenia, 
thrombocytopenia, chronic active hepatitis, myasthenia gravis, multiple sclerosis, amyotrophic 
lateral sclerosis, Alzheimer's disease, Parkinson's disease, or primary lateral sclerosis in a patient 
comprising the step of administering to said patient a pharmaceutical composition according to 
claim 125. 

128. The method according to claim 127 wherein the disease is septic shock or 
rheumatoid arthritis. 
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REMARKS 

Applicants have added claim 125 directed to pharmaceutical compositions. 
Applicants have accordingly deleted claims 71-75 directed to pharmaceutical compositions having 
specific intended uses. Support for added claim 125 may be found throughout the specification as 
originally filed (see particularly, page 113, lines 17-21) and in claims 71-75 as originally filed. 

Applicants have added claims 126-128 to recite methods for administering the 
compounds and pharmaceutical compositions of this invention. Support for these amendments 
may be found throughout the specification as originally filed (see particularly, page 1 16, line 3 1 to 
page 1 17, line 12) and claim 76 as originally filed. 

Applicants request consideration of the application and early allowance of the 
pending claims.
